Public Unconcerned 


Recent revelations at West Point focus attention on other 
highly questionable practices recently disclosed within and 
outside the government, all pointing to a terrible decline in the 
moral fiber of the nation. 


In the West Point case many of the academy's high-powered 
football team were involved. Prior to this the nation was treated 
to revelations concerning the bribing of key players on some 
leading college basketball teams by professional gamblers. 


This came just after an amazing amount of state and muni- 
cipal corruption was brought out by the Kefauver investigation 
of organized gambling, and earlier the Fulbright committee 
looked into the moral standards of certain federal officials in 
which some questionable practices and associations were 
brought to light. 


Not long before that the papers were full of the activities of 
the five-percenters, the boys with Washington ‘‘connections,” 
who obtained government contracts for a fee. 


There has always been graft and corruption, cheating and 
questionable practices, but rarely have they been seen on so 
wide a scale as in recent times, and never have they been ac- 
cepted with so much apathy on the part of the public. The 
wave of public indignation and anger that followed the dis- 
closures, for example, of the Harding administration have not 
been duplicated to even a small degree in any of the recent 
scandals. 


Corruption in public office, dubious practices in universities, 
a tremendous increase in juvenile delinquency, all indicate a 
tendency to pull away from the guiding influence of high ethical 
standards, a breakdown in the moral fiber of the nation. 


They are no great credit to our times, neither is the indi ffer- 
ence of the citizenry who accept them as inevitable and of 
relatively small importance.

East Berlin Youth Festival 
Great Assets To Soviets 


Washington and other free capi- 
tals are not blind—and hence are 
disturbed—by the long-range ad- 
vantages gained by communists 
from the mammouth Festival of 
Youth, staged in East Berlin. 

Amid excitement, fun, glamor 
and goose-stepping regimentation, 
about two million young Germans 
paraded and demonstrated, sup- 
posedly for peace. Actually they 
were glutted with speeches, dis- 
plays and propaganda filled with 
hatred of America and saturated 
with the idea of future war against 
‘‘imperialists.’’ 

The rally was for the so-called 
“‘Free German Youth’’ (FDJ) and 
its cub outfit, Young Pioneers, the 
only two youth organizations per- 
mitted in the Soviet zone, The com- 
bination has many points, such as 
structure, slogans, songs and 
malice, in common with the Hitler 
Youth, that sinister movement 
which doomed the Reich to de- 
struction, And here it is again in 
new trappings. 

The FDJ is the instrument by 
which totalitarian government can 
absolutely contro] the time and 
thoughts of the young, acting on 
the principle that by beginning at 
the age of six and continuing in- 
doctrination up to the age of 24, 
the individual is irrevocably mold- 
ed into a communist robot, 

Similar youth straightjacket or- 
ganizations exist everywhere be- 
hind the Iron Curtain. The German 
is the most malleable one in keep- 
ing with national traditions of 
dumb obedience to authority, de- 
pendence on organization and love 
of parades, 


A Dedicated Service 
In free Germany the Bonn govern- 


ment and British, French and 
American officialdom also are 
trying to fashion youth in the | 


democratic pattern, In the Ameri- 
can zone are 5,400,000 between 
the ages of 10 and 25, About 
500,000 are organized in youth 
groups. But an ominous fact is 
that a half million young people of 
working age are unemployed and 
left to brood in poverty, hopeless- | 
ness and bitterness, 

However, all three Allies are 
doing much to regenerate German 
boys and girls. An exchange sys- 
tem has brought young Germans to 
America to live on our farms and 
learn our ways. Religious societies, 
in Germany have been helped by 
Americans to run summer camps 
for kids. A group of educators left 
Washington last week as part of an 
effort to conduct workshops for 
German teachers to emphasize the 
value of independent classroom 
thinking. 

About a thousand youth centers 
for recreation and democratic con- 
tact have been set up in the Ameri- 
can zone. A special training center 
for youth leaders has been estab- 
lished, The GIs, themselves, run 
a youth assistance program for 
orphans and ‘‘mascots.’’ American

many other states where rates for 
automobile bodily injury insurance 
have gone up between 20 and 30 
percent, 

There is one reassuring thought 
in the picture, however, as far as 
this commonwealth is concerned, 
Massachusetts car owners may be 
paying a great deal more for their 
rent and food and taxes and other 
essentials today than ever before, 
but most of them are actually pay- 
ing less for their compulsory auto- 
mobile insurance today than they 
did 10 years ago. 

While it is true that compulsory 
rates in most Massachusetts cities 
and towns are less today than they 
were 10 years ago, Andover is 
among the comparatively few com- 
munities whose rates show an in- 
crease since 194]. In Andover’s 
case, however, the present rate is 
$18.50, or only $1.20 higher than 
the 1941 figure. 

The Massachusetts compulsory 
rates for 1952 are expected to be 
announced in mid-September by In- 
surance Commissioner Dennis E. 
Sullivan.
